M. Dumarais, a Frenchman who had 
crossed their lines under a flag of 
truce. He was negotiating with the 
.Filipinos for the release of Spanish 
prisoners. This action may cause a 
demonstration by France. 


NOW THE TIME TO STRIKE. 


Manila, May 11.—8:45 p. m.—Mr. 


llisjgins, manager of the 
Manila- 


Dagupan railway, and two of his as- 
sistants, who had remained inside 
the in&uigent lines to protect the 
propprty of the lailway company, ar- 
livcd at San Feinando on yesterday. 
They had been infoimed by the insur- 
gents that they would be no longer 
iccponsible for their safety if they 
remained longer within their lines. 
Mr. Higgins corroborates the stories 
that, have been told of the demorali- 
aation of the Filipinos, and says that 
the rebels are looting all the natives' 
property. 
Mr. Higgins adds that 


now is the time for the Americans to 
strike hard. 


REGULARS FOR MANILA. 


New York, May 11.—A special to 


the Tribune from Washington says: 
The war department is preparing to 
bend four regiments of regulars to 
Mniiiln by way of New York city and 
the Suez canal, utilizing for the pur- 
pose the transports Thomas, Meade 
and Logan, which are to be perma- 
nently transferred from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific fleet. These vessels 
will probably transport the Seventh 
and Nineteenth regiments of infan- 
try and the First and Seventh regi- 
ments of artillery, although some 
other command may bs substituted 
for one of these before their sailing 
dales. 


On the Pacific coast two more regi- 


ments, the Sixth and Sixteenth in- 
fantry, will start for Manila this 
month. The former will leave San 
Fiancisco on the Sherman on May 
£2, and the latter on the Grant a 
week later. 


Within a week it is believed that 


General Otis will be in a position to 
begin sending home the volunteers 
from the Philippines by every avail- 
able steamer, ns important rein- 
i'oi cements from San Francisco are 
about due to reach him. 


SITUATION HOPEFUL. 


Washing-ton, 
May 
11.—General 


Otis has cabled the war department 
concerning the situation in the Phil- 
ippines. He says that it is very en- 
couraging. The tone of the dispatch 
leads the officials here to believe that 
the end of the Filipino insurrection 
is near at hand.

REBELS ARE HOPEFUL. 


Washington, May 
11.—Adjutant 


eueral Corbin today madt public 
he report of Gen. Harrison Gray 
Otis, commanding the First brigade, 
Second division, Eighth army corps, 
jiving the details of operations in 
he Philippines from the 1st to the 
31st of March. The brigade parti- 
cipated in the movement against 
Malolos, which occupied several days 
of fighting. In concluding the re- 
port General Otis says: 


"Thus, after an arduous and bril- 
iant campaign by the Second divi- 
sion, supported by other troops, last- 
ng seven days and involving fre- 
quent combats, numerous casualties 
among our troops and heavy losses 
by the enemy, Malolos, the recent 
capital of the so-called Filipino "rev- 
olutionary government' fell before 
the American arms. 


"It is my grateful privilege to 


again highly commend the conduct 
of the officers and men of my com- 
nand 
throughout 
the 
campaign. 


They have shown in an eminent de- 
gree the qualities of good soldiers- 
obedience, 
discipline, 
endurance, 


courage, steadiness, patriotism and 
;he most magnificent ardor in battle. 
The regimental 
commanders—Col. 


Harry C. Kessler. First Montana in- 
fantry; 
Col. Frederick 
Funston, 


Twentieth Kansas infantry, and Maj. 
W. A. Kobbe, commanding the two 
battalions of the Third United States 
artillery (serving as infantry)—have 
again proved in actual field service 
their capacity and fitness for their 
responsible posts and their skill and 
gallantry under fire. 


"I again recommend them, and 


each of them, for such special mark 
of distinction as the commanding 
general and the war department may 
be pleased to confer upon them 'on 
their merits.' 
It is my grievous 


task to have to report that the cas- 
ualties of the brigade during the 
seven days' operations particularly 
described in this report aggregated 
136 in killed and wounded, thus 
swelling the brigade's total casual- 
ties in battle since the outbreak of 
the rebellion to 285, or considerably 
more than 10 per cent, of the average 
effective strength of the command 
actually engaged in the campaign 
from first to last."

day's session of the Confederate Vet- 
erans' union, committees on creden- 
tials and resolutions were appointed 
\nd the following letter from Gen. 
fttzhugh Lee was read: 


"I am obliged for your kind and 


complimentary letter. I do not know 
of anything- that would give me 


i eater pleasure than to be at the re- 


union in Charleston, but my duties, 
lowever, are so pressing, tnat 1 feel 
. will not be able to leave, if only for 
a few days. 
Then, too, 1 think the 


quarantine regulations would pre- 
vent me from getting to Charleston 
r any other southern port in May. 
You see after the quarantine laws 
ire in force we Cubans are supposed 
to have yellow fever, small pox and 
ill other diseases and we are set down 
as not being proper persons for any- 
jody to associate with until the gray 
'rosts overspread the land. 


"Yours very rtuly, 


"Fitzhugh Lee." 


General Gordon then introduced 


Jen. Joe Wheeler. 


"I need not tell you," said General 
•ordon, "that here is one of the wili- 
est of confederate wizards. 
I need 


lot tell you of that day in Santiago 
when he saw the Spaniards flying be- 
ore him and when in the wild enthu- 
siasm of the moment he forgot where 


was and called upqn his men, 'for- 


ward, boys, the Yankees are run- 
ning.' If I should tell you any of 
these thing's I would strike a chord 
n every heart, but I am not going- 
;o do it. I am going to strike every 
chord at a single stroke at once by 
calling the name of Joe Wheeler." 


The audience applauded wildly. 


Every sentence of General Wheeler's 
speech stirred the veterans to a 
'renzy of enthusiasm. 
At times it 


was impossible for the speaker to 
proceed. 


APPROVES EXPANSION. 


In the course of his speech General 


Wheeler said: 


'The position in which the Ameri- 


can people find themselves to-day 
was not sought by them, but is the 
.ogical result of conditions thrust 
upon the country by a course of 
events beyond our control. If it be 
said thsy were unforeseen and pre- 
dicted, it must also be admitted that 
no power in our grasp could have 
stayed the tide, and now we stand 
before the gaze of civilization con- 
fronted by grave 
responsibilities. 


The supreme test of American insti- 
tutions is involved, and the Amer- 
ican system of government is on 
trial. 


'It is said by some that while Eng- 


land, Holland, France and other na- 
tions may extend a protecting hand 
to peoples and lands separated from 
the home country benefitting both 
the protector and the protected, that 
we shall be utterly unable to accom- 
plish such a purpose. To admit this 
proposition is to admit that our sys- 
tem of government is lacking in the 
essential qualifications which every 
sovereign power should possess. In 
one year we have risen to ths first 
place in the family of nations; to 
make the smallest retrograde step 
would be at the expanse of the pres- 
tige we have iron. To return to the 
starting point of a year ago would 
be to lose what it would take a cen- 
tury to regain. 
In answer to those 


who say that the policy of our fore- 
fathers forbade the extension of ter- 
ritory, I would point to Jefferson 
and the Louisiana purchase, Monroe 
and Florida, Polk and Texas, and the 
vast territory'acquired from Mexico, 
and later to Andrew Johnson and the 
acquisition of Alaska. 


"If there be any who contend that 


we should not permit the Island of 
Cuba to become a part of the United 
States, and its people, if they desire 
it, to enjoy all the rights of Amer- 
ican citizenship, I have only to point 
to the official declarations of our 
great statesmen commencing with 
Thomas 
Jefferson 
and 
running 


through almost the entire period oi 
the first half of this century. Dur- 
ing all that period our honored 
statesmen and presidents from Jeffer- 
son to Buchanan laid down in their 


messages and state documents the 
imperative necessity of making the 
Pearl of the Antilles a part of the 
United States."

tended to the rough riders to hold the 
reunion here June 24th, and any 
amount of money necessary

A 
committee of twenty-five citizens was 
appointed to complete arrangements. 
It is proposed that an encampment 
be established under canvas for the 
•ough riders and the national guard 
of New Mexico, where all can be en- 
tertained without expense to them- 
selves during theiv stay in the city.

JOE HARVEY WIPES OUT HIS 


RELATIVES. 


THREE DEAD AND TWO DYING. 


GRANDMOTHER, 
UNCLE 
AND 


WIFE MURDERED. 


FATALLY HURT HIS OWN BABE. 


A 
FRIGHTFUL 
CRIME NEAR 


HOWARD CITY, MICH. 


Howard City, Mich., May 11.—Jo- 


seph Harvey last night killed his 
wife, his uncle, Robert Pierson, and 
his grandmother. 
He also fatally 


wounded his three-moiiths-old baby 
and his father-in-law, John Logen- 
slayer, and finally shot himself, in- 
licting a wound which is expected 
to prove fatal. 


Harvey's uncle and grandmother 
ive a mile north of tov/n. The mur- 
derer went there last evening. He 
isserts that Pierson, his uncle, was 
quarreling with his grandmother, 
and that he interfered; that there- 
ipon Pierson stabbed and killed the 
old lady, aged 70, and that he (Har- 
/ey) retaliated by shooting his uncle 
dead. After shooting Pierson, Har- 
vey stabbsd him three times. 


Harvey then returned to his home, 


:wo miles southwest of town. Ar- 
•ived there, he shot his wife twice, 
tilling her. 
He then fired at his 


hree-months-old baby, the ball go- 
ng into its arm. Next Harvey en- 
.ered his father-in-law's room and 
shot him twice, inflicting, however, 
10 fatal injury. He then turned the 
•cvolver on himself, shooting himself 
n the neck. Harvey's wife when at- 
acked was sitting up with the re- 
nains of her mother, who died yes- 
.erday. 


The Pierson home presents a horri- 


ble appearance. Pierson's body was 
'ound in a chair and that of the old 
ady on the floor clad in night dress. 


There are signs of a desperate 


struggle between Harvey and his 


randmother, but no indication of a 


fight between the two men. 


Harvey himself to-day informed 
lie sheriff of the murders at Pier- 
son's house. He was then arrested 
'or murdering his wife. 
He has 


nothing to say about the tragedies at 
liis own home. There are strong 
ihreats of lynching. 


Later it has transpired that Har- 


vey, on reaching the home of his late 
nother-in-law, said nothing about 
lis terrible acts at Pierson's. He of- 
fered to sit up by the corpse of his 
wife's mother. Accordingly, the oth- 
ers retired. It WHS 4 o'clock this 
morning when Harvey went to his 
wife's room and killed her, and at- 
tempted to slay his baby and his 
father-in-law. 


He also fired at Miss Labar, a 


teacher who boarded in the house, 
but without effect. 


Harvey's wound is serious, but he 


is certain to recover. He was em- 
ployed in a furniture factory, and is 
only twenty years old. The cause of 
iiis terrible acts has not been deter- 
mined. 


VETOED TUNNEL MEASURE. 


New York, May 11.—Mayor Van 


Wyck vetoed the New York city 
rapid transit bill to-day. 
No rea- 


sons were given for the veto, but it 
is understood that the mayor regard- 
ed the Long Island tunnel bill,slgned 
yesterday, as providing for all the 
necessary means for the building of 
a tunnel railroad in Manhattan. 


SAILED FOR GUAM. 


New York, May 11.—The United 


States auxiliary cruiser Yosemite, 
bound for Guam, passed Sandy Hook 
bound out at 6:26 a. m. to-day. The 
Yosemite carries Captain Richard P. 
Leary, the newly appointed governor 
of Guam and a garrison of marines 
for Guam, together with a quantity 
of stores and supplies. 


STRIKE FORCES INCREASE. 


New York, May 11.—The number 


of the striking laborers on the Jer- 
ome Park reservoir and aqueduct 
work which dwindled the day before 
yesterday, grew larger to-day, a body 
of 151 men leaving work and joining 
the strikers, bringing their numbei 
up to about 700. 


ANTI-TRUST BILL IS PASSED. 


Lansing, Mich., May 11.—The sen- 


ate has passed the anti-trust bill 
which prohibits the organization in 
Michigan of any trust or combina- 
tion designed to prevent competition 
or control prices. All such combina- 
tions are declared to be conspiracies 


against trade, and the penalty runs 
against any person who, as agent or 
otherwise, aids in the business, as 
well as against the principal. Vio- 
lations are punishable by forfeiture 
of the right of the corporation to do 
business in the state, while individ- 
uals are to be subject to a fine of 
from $50 to $5,000, or imprisonment 
from six months to one year. Each 
day's violation is made a separate of- 
fense. There is little doubt that the 
bill will pass the house. 


A resolution calling for the pas- 


sage of bills taxing railroads, tele- 
graph, telephone and express com- 
panies specifically, creating a per- 
manent tax commission to recom- 
mend a general revision of the tax 
laws, and providing that the ques- 
tion of a general revision of the con- 
stitution be submitted to the people 
at a special election, was introduced 
by Representative Dingley, who is 
supposed to represent the governor 
in this matter, thus indicating a 
•adical change of program by the lat- 
ter. 
The resolution will be consid- 


ered to-morrow.

HAS STRANGLED ITS RIVALS. 


SAYS IT GETS REBATES FROM 


RAILROADS. 


Washington, May 11.—The indus- 


:rial commission to-day heard the 
first witness to be called in connec- 


;ion with its inquiry into the opera- 
:ions of trusts. 
The witness was 


Hon. James W. Lee, of Pittsburg, at- 
:orney for several pipe line and oil 
:ompanies, and formerly a state sen- 
ator from Pennsylvania. 


Mr. Lee's testimony was directed 


sspecially against the Standard Oil 
:ompany. Speaking of the effect of 
;rusts upon the consumer Mr. Lee 
said the tendency was to increase 
prices until they become extortionate. 
Trusts were organized to secure a 
nonopoly, and when this was secur- 
:d by closing up rival establishments 
;hey 
were in position to fix prices 


which were, according to his obser- 
vation, generally increased in order 
o permit dividends 
on 
watered 


itocks. 


This had been eminently true of 
he Standard Oil company. As an il- 
ustration, he said that when the 
'ure Oil company in which the wit- 
ness is interested, went into the field 
n New York, in 1896, they found 
he Standard selling oil at 9% cents 


gallon. The price was almost im- 


mediately reduced to 5% cents and 
lad remained there since, the object 
being to drive out the rival. The first 
>rice was inordinately high, but the 
atter was ridiculously low, and while 
.he independent company had met 
he reduction, it had done so at a loss. 
He thought the competition had re- 
sulted in a saving of fully $3,000,- 
000 to the people of Greater New 
York. 


The same condition of affairs ex- 


sted at other competitive points. 
Mr. Lee expressed the opinion that 


the Standard company was still get- 
ting rebates from the railroad com- 
panies despite the law, 
and he 


thought this was accomplished by 
paying exorbitant prices for lubricat- 
ng oils. 


He estimated that the Standard 


company had within the past twenty 
years absorbed about 100 independ- 
ent companies, but that the compan- 
ies with which he was connected had 
refused to sell at an advance of 12 
per cent, jn cost when they were 
about to be closed out by the sheriff. 


This refusal had been dictated 


largely by sentiment. 
Now, how- 


iver, the independent companies were 
doing 
a profitable business. 
He 


knew of several refineries which had 
been purchased at high prices by the 
Standard company, ana then had 
been shut down. 


He had also heard that men had re- 


ceived a bonus to remain idle, but he 
had no personal information on that 
subject. 


Mr. Lee said the Standard Oil com- 


pany had made an effort to prevent 
the extension of the business of the 
independent companies to foreign 
markets, by buying up the tankage 
at given points and by selling at 
lower prices than prevailed even in 
the United States. Still the independ- 
ent companies were able to compete 
abroad largely because in Great Brit- 
ain and Germany , and in some other 
countries, competition was preserved 
to a greater extent than in the United 
States. In Germany no one was al- 
lowed to do business at a loss. The 
profits made abroad were what ena- 
bled the independent companies to 
continue in existence, as the business 
in this country alone was unprofita- 
ble.

of General Grant which has Just been 
placed in Fan mount park is distinct- 
ly different ftom other memorials of a 
similar nature.

of the soldier president, it does not try- 
to gi\e to the quiet, stolid soldier the 
dashing air of a leokless trooper. Re- 
alizing that the popular taste -would be 
somewhat disappointed, the sculptor 
chope to stick to facts lather than fol- 
low pieoedent. So he made his statue 
true to the chaiacter and nature of 
"the 
silent man on hoisebadt." 


The neu statue is the joint work of 


Daniel Chester Ficnch and Edward C. 
Potter, two sculptors \\ho won national

human figures, and Mr. Pottei is an ex- 
pert in modeling horses. 


Of the equestrian statues the majori-

long cape 01 cloak falls in folds over

No statue of Grant has In- 


cluded this foatine, but the sculptor has 
the nuthoilty of General Fred D. Grant 
Coi its u'e.

The bureau of American 
republics, 


which has now been in existence for 
nearly nine years, has recently been re- 
organised and established on a perma- 
nent basis, with (ieiiertil Kusseli Has- 
tings an director. This bureau has been 
an important factor in promoting the 
harmony of commercial relations be- 
tween the I'nlted Slates and Ihe other 
republics of Central and South Amer- 
ica. 


AU the independent governments of 


the American continent are now con- 
trlbullng to Ihe support and sharing in 
Ihe benefits of the bureau of the Ameri- 
can republics, Chile, which had always 
hitherto, held aloof, having lately given 
in its adhesion. 


The bureau collects and publishes all 


possible information concerning Ameri- 
can countries which is likely to lie of 
commercial vaJue. 11 has lately so ex- 
tended its sphere as to publish more or 
less material aijouj. Hawaii and the 
Philippines. 
Much of this material is 


printed in all the official languages of 
Ihe countries interested—namely, Span- 
ish, Horlug-uese and French. 


The bureau issues a large monthly 


imu;azine and numerous handbooks and 
bulletins. H has also issued Iwo very 
large and costly works, giving in ad- 
jai.-onl eolnams the lext in English, 
Spanish and Portuguese. One is a com- 
mercial directory of Ihe American coun- 
tries and the other a dictionary of com- 
mercial nomenclature. , 


To merchants doing an export busi- 


ness with any of the American republics 
these bulletins are f)f great value. The 
"Handbook of American Republics," for 
instance, published in 18M and revised 
since Ihi'ii, gives comprehensive sketch- 
es of each of the republics, with .statis- 
tics of population, area, finances and 
eommereo.

vertisements and are sometimes sold, 
the revenues going to .defray the ex- 
penses of the bureau. Of course the bu- 
reau is not self supporting, however. 
The United Stales pays the larger part 
of the expense, but the other republics 
bear their share according to popula- 
tion. ]t is part of the agreement that 
the headquarters of the bureau shall be 
in Washington and that the director 
shall be a citizen of the United States. 


The director is paid a salary of $5,000 


a year, and his lerm lasts -until he is 
turned .out, which commonly happens 
at each change of administration. The 
affairs of the bureau are conducted by 
an executive committee composed 
of 


the ministers representing the various 
republics, with the United States sec- 
retary of state as chairman. This com- 
mittee elects Ihe director, having three 
names submitted 'by the chairman to 
select from. 


Cenertil Kussell Hastings, the new di.-

A HINT TO MANAGERS. 


L. L. Gilbert, assistant counsel of 
he Pennsylvanie lines west of Pitts- 


, said in the ocurse of his address 


iefoie the St. Louis Railway club on 
he subject of securing greater safety 
o railroad employes: 
"The expenditure of several rail- 


'oad companies of the United States 
>n account of personal injuries and 
death 
claims aggregate 
immense 


mms each year, sums which would go 
'ar toward the paying of fair divi- 
dends, and yet I imagine th'at no 
terns of expenses or expenditures 
lave been so little investigated or 
considered by managers and other 
officials. 
The time, I trust, is at 


hand, or not far distant, wnen this 
branch of the service will receive 
more of the attention which its im- 
jortance merits, and that every man- 
ager will insist upon having full and 
accurate statistics in respect to even 
the most insignificant accidents and 
to the disbursements made necessary 
thereby. The results of their inform- 
ation will be: 


"1. That many present sources of 


danger will be eliminated, as it will 
be found that to do so involves less 
expense than to pay the damages for 
which the company may be liable, to 
say nothing of the saving of life and 
suffering. 


"2. That with the elimination of 


these dangers the companies will be 
able to secure still better men in 
their service—men of steady habits; 
men with homes and property inter- 
ests to protect; men of greater intelli- 
gence than those who sought service 
in the early days; men whose charac- 
ters will command the respect and es- 
teem of the public (with which they 
are thrown so closely in contact) to 
a greater extent than at present. 


"3. That the prompt and fair ad- 


justment of meritorious claims will 
be given greater, attention, thereby re- 
ducing the labors of the trial attor- 
neys, and at the same timedecreasing 
to a great extent the sums of money 
now paid out upon judgments, and 
by removing the cause, diminishing 
the feeling of antipathy to corpora- 
tions, and especialy railroad corpora- 
tions, which has been and ii still so

tic to the Pacific fleet. These vessels 
will probably transport the Seventh 
and Nineteenth regiments of infan- 
try and the First and Seventh regi- 
ments of artillery, although some 
other command may be substituted 
for one of these before their sailing 
dates. 


On the Pacific coast two more regi- 


ments, the Sixth and Sixteenth in- 
fantry, will start for Manila this 
month. 
The former will leave San 


Francisco on the Sherman on May 
£2, and the Intter on the Grant a. 
week later. 


Within a week it is believed that 


General Otis will be in a position to 
begin sending home the volunteers 
from the Philippines by every avail- 
able steamer, ns important rein- 
forcements from Sail Francisco are 
about due to reach him.

He 
asserts that Pierson, his uncle, was 
quarreling with his grandmother, 
and that he interfered; that there- 
upon Pierson stabbed and killed the 
old lady, aged 70, and that he (Har- 
vey) retaliated by shooting his uncle 
dead. After shooting Pierson, Har- 
vey stabbed him three times. 


Harvey then returned to his home, 


:wo miles southwest of town. 
Ar- 


rived there, he shot his wife twice, 
killing her. 
He then fivcd at his 


three-months-old baby, the ball go- 
ing into its arm. Next Harvey en- 
tered his father-in-law's room nnd 
shot him twice, inflicting1, however, 
no fatal injury. He then turned the 
revolver on himself, shooting himself 
in the neck. Harvey's wife when at- 
tacked was sitting up with the re- 
mains of her mother, who died yes- 
terday. 


The Pierson home presents a horri- 


ble appearance. Pierson's body was 
found in n chair and that of the old 
lady on the floor clad in night dress.
